The ninety-second General Coart of the Commonwealth PreiimiDUT 
of Massachusetts convened at the State House in Boston, on •^"*~'*^- 
the first Wednesday in January, being the fourth day 
thereof, and of the Independence of the United States of 
America the ninety-fourth. And the members elect of the 
House of Representatives having assembled in the Repre- 
sentatives' chamber, were called to order at eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon by Hon. John I. Baker of Beverly, the eld- 
est senior member present.' 

By request of the presiding officer, prayer was offered by 
Rev. Thomas Hill of Waltham, a member of the House. 

On motion Of Mr. Hurd of Framingham, — 

Ordered^ That a committee of five be appointed to inform 

the Secretary of the Commonwealth that the House has 

been called to order. 

And Messrs. Hurd of Framingham, C^Uey of Salem, 
Johnson of Provincetown, Colby of Newburyport, and 
Everett of Rowe, were appointed the Committee. 

Thereupon the Secretary transmitted to the House a list 
of all the persons returned as Representatives, with the 
original certificates of their election, which had been returned 
to his office. 

On motion of Mr. Ober of Boston, — 

Orderedj That a committee of five be appointed to col- 
lect the certificates of election held by the members elect, 
and ascertain whether a quorum of the House is present.^ 

And Messrs. Ober of Boston, Cogswell of Yarmouth, 
Arnold of Northampton, Brownell of Westport, and Bower 
of Lawrence, were appointed the committee. 

And this committee having reported that a quorum is 
present, — 
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On motion of Mr. Train of Boston, —

And -the committee having discharged the duty assigned 
to them, reported accordingly. 

Soon afterwards, His Excellency the Governor, with the 
Lieutenant-Oovernor and the Oouncil and the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth came in, and the oaths and affirmations 
required by the constitution and laws were administered by 
His Excellency to the members present and subscribed by 
them, after which the Gk>Ternor, with the Lieutenant-OoY- 
ernor and the Oouncil and the Secretary withdrew. 

On motion of Mr. Pew of Gloucester, — 
Ordered^ That a committee of five be appointed to receive, 
sort, and count the votes for Speaker. 

And Messrs. Pew of Gloucester, BuUard of Dedham, 
Boomer of Fall River, Southworth of West Springfield, and 
Daniels of Peabody, were appointed the committee.

By the Senate and House of Representatives of 
of the the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, tHut we respectfully 
conntrjr. lJ^^; urgently request the congress of the United States to 
give immediate relief to the ship-building interests of the 
country by passing such laws as, in the words of President 
Grant's last annual message, '^ will secure American ship- 
ping on the high seas, and American shipping at homq." 

Resolved, That the legislature of Massachusetts are op- 
posed to sending millions of dollars out of the country to 
purchase ships built by foreign artisans, to be sailed under 
the American flag, while ships can be built in the United 
States by our own citizens, and mainly of American ma- 
terials, and in a thorough manner, provided an amount 
equal to the duties on iron and other materials used in the 
construction of said ships is granted to the builders by an 
act of congress. 

Resolved, That we gladly acknowledge the great assist- 
ance rendered by our mercantile marine to our gallant navy 
in making the blockade of our southern coast effectual dur- 
ing the late civil war, and warding off foreign recognition of 
the Southern Confederacy. 

Resolved, That the closing up of our shipyards and 
marine engine shops, for want of encouragement, and the 
great length of time it would take to re-organize and equip 
them in case of war, together with the fact that our ship- 
building talent is fast disappearing for want of employment, 
are cooeiderations which furnish just cause for alarm. 
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Resolved^ That the people of Massachusetts will rejoice 
in the return of the day when our commerce shall again 
prosper on every sea, and when the flag of our commercial 
marine shall again lead the world.
